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Reasons given by Dallas County ^edical Examiner, aside from requirements of 
Texas law, for immediate autopsy (Bulletin 11/31) "protect not only the 
President but whoever was charged with the assassination" . 

Who knows anything about the trajectories of th 
these bullets - or even how may were fired, or how many bullets 
the President has in him - ell vital to the man we are going to try 
for this."
